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lii I lie spring of 1K70 I was one 
of a community of "squall nix " in 
Southeastern Kaunas. The land 
OD which wo had settled without 

Authority belonged to the Osage 

Indians, but was about to pass into 
the hands of the government, to be 

opened up for net I lenient under the 
preempt ion laws. We established 
a pont-oflicc and trading place, giv- 
ing - it the name of Osngc <'ity. 

Than had been a,s yet no official 
survey of the land, and we "squat- 
ted" a good deal by guess as to 
location. Befog beyond regularly 
constituted authorities, and with- 
out state courts or btws of local im- 
plication, we banded together for 
mutual protection against both 
Indian marauders and while in- 
truders. 

We formed the "Osage City 
Club," elected a "Club" sheriff 
and judge, passed such laws as we 
considered needful for order and 
the protection of each member's 
rights, and pledged ourselves to 
stand by them regulations to the 
death, if need be. As the first 

settlers, we believed thai we had 
the best right to the country, and 
looked with disfavor on new- 
comers 

One of our number was .lerry 
Saunders. "Old Jerry," we called 
him, -a rough gray-heard of fifty 
or more years, whose family con 
sisted of himself, wife, four sons 
and a daughter. The youngest 
son, George, was nearly seventeen, 
and as the "Club" law allowed a 
father to hold n hundred and sixty 
acres of laud for each son over six- 
teen years old, besides the same 
amount for himself , Old Jerry and 
his boys were "holding down" live 
claim". 

The boys, however, lived with 
their father, and paid only oc- 
casional visits to their claims after 
making- such trifling Improvement* 
as were required by the "Club" 
laws. 

Saunders' daughter, I'olly, was a 
beautiful and lovable girl nearly 
fourteen years old a fearless 
horsewoman, and a great favorite 
among the squatters. She was her 
brothers' equal in riding and 
managing the half-wild ponies, 
which were so much in use with us 
at that time. She often rode from 
one to anothef of our humble 
homes, where she was always sure 
Of a hearty welcome. 

Old Jerry almost worshipped the 
girl. She was the sole being in 
whose presence he would neither 
use profane language nor chew 
fob'icco. 

"My leetle gal don't think it's 
nice," he would say. "She thinks 
her old dad a heap niccr'n he be, 
an' somehow or, nother I don't like 
the Idee of her a tlndin' out dif 
feient." 

We sometimes (wilted the old 
man about his fear of I'olly, but we 
liked him the better for il 

One day a messenger was sent 
from claim to chum, calling to 
getluir the members of the Club to 
consider a case of infringed rights. 
All assembled at the "city" store 
that night to hear the part ieulars. 

old Jerry was the aggi ' 
party. It, appeared that a D 



comer had "jumped" the claim of 
All son George, and before I hey 
were aware of his presence, had 
built a cabin upon it and domiciled 

his family, old Jerry had ordered 
the intruder to leave, but the man 
had refused to go. 

our meeting Immediately ap- 
pointed a committee of three to 
wa.il upon the stranger, and in the 

name of the Osage City Club to 
order him to leave the claim within 
three days. 

I was chairman of the committee. 
We found the intruder hard al 
work breaking prairie, while his 
little boy was following the plow 
and dropping corn in the furrow. 

This was at that time the usual 
method of planting sod-corn. If 
the grains Were dropped as (dose to 
the edge of the furrow as possible, 
the next round of the plow would 
cover them with a little loose dirt, 
without throwing the heavy, tough 

sod fiat upon them. 

The stranger was a tall, raw- 
boned man, seemingly of more 
than ordinary physical strength 
and force of character. lie slop- 
ped his horses when he saw us 
approaching, and waited for us. 

" Howdy, gentleman r" he said, 

looking at us inquiringly. 

" We've come upon business," 1 
said, after returning Ins greeting, 
" and the sooner we get at it the 
bctler." 

''••ght you aic, I reckon, 
si ranger," he replied. 

" I don't go none on bcatin' 
around the bush. "What's yer 
business r" 

" Well, there's uol much to say, 

and it won't take long to say it. 
You've jumped a man's claim 
here, and we've come to warn you 

off of if. We represent the Osage 

City Club, and mean what we 
say." V 

"Oh, that's what you've come 
for, is it V" he said, rolled ively. 
" Well, it's just this way with me. 
I don't consider 'at I've jumped 
anybody's claim at all. If I did, 
I'd leave 'ithout any ordorin' as 
soon's I found it out. Hut I don't 
consider 'at this claim was bein' 
held down by anybody. I seed a 
little jag o' hay 'at somohoily'd cut 
out yandex maybe a quarter of a 
ton or so an' one furrer aorost 
the land over thai' ; but there 
wa'n't nobody a-livin' here an' I 
just settled an' built my cabin. 

"Then comes an old feller, an' 
says 'at he was a-holdin' this claim 
for one of his boys, along 'ith one 
apiece for his othcr'n's an' himself. 
Thinks 1, thatainl no fair shakv, 
an' I told him so. 

"Says 1, 'I wouldn't jump no 
man's claim ; but where a man's 
already got a good tin, an' then, 
not satisfied 'ith that, wants a 
whole lot mora, that's a different 
thing.' Says 1, I've got a better 
right to one claim for my family 
'an you have to four or live lor 
yourn.' The old teller got con- 
siderable hot, an' said ' he'd show 
me what's what,' an' went off." 

I loOMd at my two companions, 
and they looked at me. We all 
fell in our hearts that the stranger 
had the best of the argument ; but 
we (rare sent for a certain purpose, 
and were determined to carry it 
out. 

" We can't stay and discuss the 
rights and wrongs with you," 1 
said. " We are sent by the Club 
to warn you to vacate these prem- 
ises within three days. Your opin- 
ion has nothing to do with our 
business. My advice to you is to 
obey the orders of the Club." 

" Gentlemen/' he replied, speak- 
ing slowly ami mildly, "1 don't 
aim to Wrong nobody. If I didn't 
think I had a right hero, as I said 
afore, '(.wouldn't take no coaxin' 
to git me off. But I've got my 
family to look out for as well as 
any of yoii-uns, an' I purpose to 
stay right here. If I don't it'll be 
'acansc I can't help myself. I'm 
willin' to pay the old man for what 
work him or his boys done on this 
claim, an' pay 'em morc'n it's 
worth. Hut I will not give up this 
claim till 1 have to. That's all I've 
go I to say." 

He went on with his plowing, and 
we departed, much astonished at 
the man's obstinacy, and yet not 
without a feeling of reaped for his 
determination not to be bullied out 
of what he considered his rights. 
lill expected, however, that 
alter he had thought the matter 



over, he would see the uselessness 
of resisting so many, and decide to 

go, 

Hut after the three days the 
stranger was still there, apparent- 
ly with no notion of changing his 
mind. Again the club was sum- 
moned in extra session. 

Some of the members were in 
favor of taking immediate forcible 
possession of the claim, and " oust- 
ing," alive or dead, the obstinate 
stranger, who had dared to defy 
the edict of the Club. Others, 
among whom were the members of 
the committee who had called upon 
him, did not feel that l»e was en- 
tirely in the wrong, and wished to 
give him the semblance of justice 
at least. Our view prevailed. It 
was Anally agreed that we should 
try the case in Club court on the 
following day. 

Next morning the sheriff rode 
over to the disputed claim ami 
summoned the man Graham— as 
we had learned his name to be — to 
appear forthwith before the Club 
judge for trial. 

" Well, Mr. Sheriff," was his re- 
ply, " I won'! consent to no soeh a 
game. Acoui.se I know well en- 
ough 'at I might just as well give it 
up now as agree to stand a trail 
afore yer Club, 'acause the old 
feller 'at wants me ousted is one of 
ye, and ye're nota-goin' back on 
him. 1 aint got nothin' agin ye, 
Mr. Sheriff, nor any on ye, but 1 
don't, calculate to be bluffed out, 

nor swindled out by no seen 

scheme. If ye git DM off'n this 'ere 
place, ye'll have to do it by force, 
an' take ver chances while ve're a- 
d." 
the trial was held, notwithstand- 
ing, and of course resulted in a 
Unanimous verdict for the plaintiff, 
ticorge Saunders. The sentence Of 
the court was that Graham be but 
off the claim on the next day, by 
force or otherwise, bag and bag- 
gage, and young Saunders planed 
in possession. About twenty of us 

assembled the following morning to 

carry out this sentence. 

1 am not sure that we all went 
with willing hearts. Hut we were 

pledged to pretest each others' 

"rights," and standby the Club 
court, and this we were determined 
to do. 

Old Jerry and his sons, of course, 
were of the party. Headed by our 
sheriff, we proceeded to Graham's 
cabin. He saw us coming, and was 
prepared for us. 

The sheriff and 1 rode on ahead of 
the main party, to induce Graham, 
if possible, to give peaceful posse- 
sion. We dismounted a short .dis- 
tance from the cabin. 1 held both 
horses while the sheriff walked to 
the door.

"It is a blessed thing to be a 

lawyer, providing always that yon 

are of the right kind, and 1 take it 
no one is permitted to graduate at 

this law school unless lie is of the 
right- kind. It is the rule of our 
profession lo work hard, live well 
and die poor. And to such a life 
I most cordially invited you. 
"Never Bign your own name as 

plaintiff or defendant, but only as 

counsel. 

"One tdass of persons would as 
soon expect to find a baby that 
never cried, a woman that never 
talked, a Shylook loaning money 
without interest, a Mormon 
vocating oelebacy, ntleman 

without a Cent opposed to the in- 
come l.i 

sidency hurrying to express him- 
self on the silver question, 
honest lawyer. 

" I admit thai law \ era do not 
support themselves by planting 
polatoes or plowing corn, though 
there is a many an attorney who 
would bless himself and bless the 
Har and bless all of us if he struck 
his name of the Court rolls and 
entered it on the books of an 
agricultural society. 

" We iMB not as a profession, 
physically speaking, like Pharoah's 
lean kine. Those picture which 
Dickens, that prince of slaini 
and others like him, draw and call 
attorneys, are nothing bul atrocious 
libels. 

" From time Immemorial, 

physical, as well as mental, lias 
been considered one of the qualifi- 
cations of a Judge. Justice and 
corpulence seem to dwell together. 
There appears to be a mysterious 
and inexplicable connection be- 
tween legal lore and large 
abdomens. 1 do not know why 

this is, unless it be that in order 

thai justice may not easily be 
moved by the foibles and passion? 

of men the requires as firm and as 

broad a foundation as possible. 

"George Washington's hatchet 
is not popularly regarded as one of 

the heirlooms of the legal family. 
I have been a Judge, and of tin 
many thousands of lawyers who 
have appeared before me 1 have 
never found hut a single one upon 
whose word 1 could not depend.

France was never in greater 
danger of losing her colonies in 
Africa than during the war with 
Germany in 1870. The troops 

were recalled from Africa to take 
part in the conflict that was going 
against France, and Algeria was 
left almost defenceless. 

The hour for which the conquered 

had long waited had come, 
and if a holy war had been pro- 
claimed, it is probable that the 

French would have been driven 
from Northern Africa. 

But the tribes did not rise while 
Die French had their hands full on 

i ho other side of the Mediter- 
ranean, and the fact was due to 
their fidelity to a. solum pledge 
Dr. II. M. Field tells in his book. 
"The Barbery Coast," the story 
of Moslem fidelity in face of a 
great temptation. 

When the war broke out,, a Chief 

of great Influence among the 

tribes, Mokrani, gave his word to 
the governor general of Algeria 
that there should be no insurrec- 
tion while the war lasted. That 
word was faithfully kept. Dis- 
aster after disaster followed the 

French arms; Napoioon III. sur- 
rendered at Sedam, ami Baeeine at 

Met/,. The defeats of the war 
culminated in the surrend. 
Paris. But not a man of the tribes 
of Kabylia stirred ; the Moslem's 
faith was plighted; the Moslem's 

faith was kept. 

When however, the last battle 

had been fought and the treaty of 
signed, Mokrani, then re- 
Eased from his word, gave the 
nor general notice that in 
forfy-eight hours he would declare 
war. The tribes rushed to the 
field ; they fought desperately, 
destroying towns and besieging 
fortified places. 

The French armies, released 
from dutv at home, hurried across 

the Mediterranean. The end was 

inveitable. Mokrani, seeing that 
all was lost, put himsely at the 
head of his warriors, and fell fight- 
ing foremost in the front. The 
French erected a monument to 
mark the spot where this noble 
enemy perished.
